Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants did not provide sufficient 
evidence to rebut the anticipation rejections over both Weber or Allen. The evidence provided in rebuttal of Allen reference are not in a 
form of a declaration, further there is no showin why the evidence could not have been presented earlier since the rejection over Allen 
was first issued in the first non-final office action. Fuethrmore, the base claims stand rejection under both 35 (JSC 102 AND (in the 
alternative) under 103.
